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New town mayor seeks to 


NEW Honiton mayor John Zarczynski 
has reassured the public that the coun¬ 
cil is not broken and says it is council¬ 
lors’ duty to get on and work with each 
other for the good of the town. 

Cllr Zarczynski was elected mayor a week 
after Ashley Delasalle was chosen only for her 
to immediately resign from both the position 
and the council. 

Mrs Delasalle’s resignation was followed by 
five more standing down as the council was re¬ 
duced to 12 members. 

In his first official statement as mayor, Cllr 
Zarczynski wished to respond to the “negative 
and personal comments” recently made by ex¬ 
councillors. 

He said: “I would like to reassure the public 
that the town council is neither broken nor not 
fit for purpose as some former councillors have 
implied. 

“The town council would like to thank all 
those who have recently resigned for the work 
they have put in over the years. 

“There are now six vacancies on the town 
council and it is hoped that new councillors, 
whether elected or co-opted, will work with the 
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remaining 12 councillors to move forward with 
serving the town. 

“The council has recently appointed council¬ 
lors to its committees and working groups and 
all serving councillors are committed to work¬ 
ing together on projects such as the town floral 
display, allotments, Charter Day, Hot Pennies 
and the support of community groups. 

“New appointments have also been made with 
councillors taking on special responsibility for 
tourism and heritage, both of which are impor¬ 
tant for the town. 

“The council’s appointed working group 
chaired by the deputy mayor, Cllr Henry 
Brown, is conducting an investigation into the 
town council’s finances over the past five years. 
“It is vital that this work continues and once 


the investigation is complete the findings will 
be made available to the public.” 

Cllr Zarczynski also confirmed that there is a 
police investigation into the the street market 
finances and added that no remaining council¬ 
lor - or anyone involved in the management of 
the street market - are subject to the investiga¬ 
tion. 

Cllr Zarczynski, who was officially installed 
asmayor last night (Monday)), at a special cer¬ 
emony, concluded: “The council has been 
throu-gh a very turbulent time over the past 
few years, and I must express my deepest admi¬ 
ration for former mayor, Cllr Caroline Kolek, 
who steered the council through very difficult 
times having to rise above much unjust criti¬ 
cism. 

My priority as leader of the council is to unite 
councillors and we all have a duty as public ser¬ 
vants to get on with working for the good of the 
town and not allow unjustified criticism to dis- 


Hospital beds: judicial review is step closer 


A JUDICIAL review into the 
closing of inpatient beds at 
Honiton Hospital has taken a 
step closer after the cam¬ 
paign group working on the 
case confirmed they have ini¬ 
tiated proceedings. 

It was announced last week 
that Seaton would not be 
seeking a judicial review due 
to insufficient funding, but a 
spokesperson from the Save 
Our Services Honiton steering 
group said: "We can report 
that a pre-action letter has 
been sent to the NEW Devon 
CCG by the legal counsel 
working on the Honiton Hos¬ 


pital case. Although the CCG 
have responded, further infor¬ 
mation is needed regarding 
the feasibility of providing 
nursing care at home and the 
savings that might accrue; 
and the impact on the future 
of the maternity ward. The 
CCG had until 5pm on May 
19th to respond." 

The campaign group says 
there are several different 
groups considering a bid in¬ 
cluding the Royal College of 
Nurses. 

The spokesperson added: 
"The CCG response to the re¬ 
quest for further information 


by Devon County Council 
Health and Wellbeing Scrutiny 
Committee will be discussed 
at the next meeting in June 
and a decision taken by the 
scrutiny committee as to 
whether the matter should be 
referred to the Secretary of 
State. 

"It should be noted that it 
could be unlawful for the CCG 
to begin taking irrevocable 
steps towards closing the hos¬ 
pital beds, including giving 
notice to staff or diverting re¬ 
sources away from the hospi¬ 
tal before all these matters 
have been addressed."

Andrew Moulding is new EDDC chairman 


A SENIOR councillor, with decades of experi¬ 
ence in local government, has been elected as 
the new chairman of East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil (EDDC). 

Cllr Andrew Moulding (Cons), who repre¬ 
sents Axminster Town ward, has served in 
local government for more than 30 years with 
EDDC and Axminster Town Council. 

He has also represented Axminster - the town 


where he was born - as a county councillor for 
eight years and was county council chairman 
for a year before standing down earlier this 
month. 

Cllr Moulding was elected at EDDC’s annual 
meeting on May 17th, and told fellow council¬ 
lors: “This is a very, very proud moment for 
me. I have been a district councillor for 30 
years and this is the council I love.” 
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He paid tribute to re¬ 
tiring chairman Cllr 
Stuart Hughes and 
said: “He has chaired 
the council with great 
dignity and fairness 
over the last two years 
and he has done a 
splendid job.” 

It could have been 
an Axminster double 
act as the top as Dou¬ 
glas Hull (Lib Dem), 
the council’s longest 
serving member with 
34 years’ experience, 
was nominated as 
deputy chairman but 
lost out in the vote. 

He later told Pul- 
man ’s Weekly News: “I 
wasn’t expecting to 
win, but maybe get a 
few Conservative 
votes - but the whip 
was on from the party. 

“It is a shame they 
can’t show a little bit 
of nicety occasionally. Of course, I haven’t got 
the strength of a party whip. I congratulate An¬ 
drew and wish him well. 

“I shall be back again flexing my muscles, you 
haven’t heard the last from little Douglas.” 

Cllr Moulding did not wish to comment on 
Cllr Hull’s comments. 

Cllr David Key (Con), who represents Otter- 
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head ward, was elected as vice chairman and 
takes over the role from Cllr Helen Parr. 

Cllr Paul Diviani (Con, Yarty ward) was 
elected as the council’s leader and Cllr Phil 
Twiss (Con, Honiton St Michael’s ward) takes 
over from Cllr Moulding as the deputy leader of 
the council.

SIR Hugo Swire will not be attend¬ 
ing any general election hustings 
in his East Devon constituency 
this campaign period, a decision 
that has upset one of his main ri¬ 
vals. 

Pulman’s View from contacted 
Sir Hugo’s office for comment but 
had received no reply at the time 
of going to press. 

Independent Claire Wright, who 
is being backed by a website that 
advises voters how to vote tacti¬ 
cally against the Conservatives 
and was recently endorsed by au¬ 


thor Dame Hilary Mantel, said: “I 
am really disappointed that Hugo 
Swire is refusing to attend hus¬ 
tings during the general election 
period. 

“MPs are supposed to be ac¬ 
countable to constituents and this 
is a golden opportunity for him to 
talk about how he plans to repre¬ 
sent people if he is re-elected. 

“It reflects very badly on him 
that he is refusing to attend. 

“I was looking forward to having 
a robust debate with him and I can 
only assume that he is refusing to 


attend because he is worried about 
being challenged by me - I have 
been regularly holding him to ac¬ 
count for the past three years via 
my blog and through the media!” 

All seven of the candidates for 
the East Devon constituency - 
which covers Sidmouth and Ot- 
tery St Mary - have been invited 
to attend a hustings event held at 
the Holy Trinity Church in Ex¬ 
mouth at 7.30pm on May 30th. 

A spokesman on behalf of Hugo 
Swire told the Express & Echo 
that: “Hugo has decided that, for 


this election, he will be holding his 
own public meetings in East 
Devon in the build-up to polling 
day.”

Knives amnesty 
across Somerset 

POLICE have released shocking images of hun¬ 
dreds of knives handed in during an amnesty 
across Somerset recently. 

In Yeovil, dozens of bladed weapons were 
found by officers in a special bin left out for the 
public. 

Avon and Somerset Police stationed surrender 
bins at ten locations across the county between 
April 28th and May 8th to tackle knife crime. 

A total of 198 knives were surrendered over the 
short period - a significant rise from just 59 
weapons surrendered in a similar operation last 
October. 

Chief Inspector Zoe Chegwyn, force lead for 
knife crime, said the police force were 'really en¬ 
couraged' by the number of knives that were sur¬ 
rendered in the bins. 

"Every knife surrendered is one less knife out 
on the street, where they can and do cause seri¬ 
ous harm," she said. 

"It's not just the number of knives which is en¬ 
couraging, but the type. 

"There were some nasty-looking machetes and 
zombie knives left in the bins, which are usually 
only carried by people wanting to hurt others." 

The police force has said it is considering the 
possibility of placing permanent surrender bins 
across the area. 

Chief Inspector Chegwyn said: "The surrender 
bins were just a number of actions we took that 
week to try and reduce the dreadful impact 
knives can have on individuals, families and com¬ 
munities." 

She said police cadets also took part in a test 
purchasing operation to ensure retailers are not 
breaking the law in selling knives to under-18s, 
and patrols were put in place in knife 'hotspot' 
areas. 

She added: "We also continue our work in 
schools with young people, educating them on 
the dangers of carrying knives and letting them 
know about actions they can take to potentially 
save a life." 



Expanded recycling service rolls out 


MORE than 50,000 
households in East 
Devon are just a few 
weeks away from 
being able to recycle 
more items than ever 
before when a new im¬ 
proved weekly recy¬ 
cling service begins. 

The district-wide 
scheme will be in 
place from Monday, 
June 12th, following a 
successful rollout ear¬ 
lier this year in Ex¬ 
mouth. 

The council has 
added cardboard, pla¬ 
stics, cartons / Tetra- 
paks and small electr¬ 
ical items to the list 
that residents can al¬ 
ready recycle. 

Careful planning has 
gone in to introducing 


the new service across 
the district and with a 
further 51,000 homes 
to collect recycling 
and waste from, the 
council and its con¬ 
tractors SUEZ are ad¬ 
vising that there could 
be some limited dis¬ 
ruption as collections 
settle down. 

The council is ap¬ 
pealing to residents to 
be patient during this 
period and to contact 
them if they have con¬ 
cerns or questions. 

Mark Williams, East 
Devon District Coun¬ 
cil's Chief Executive, 
said: "We are here to 
help our residents 
with these changes 
and we have a dedi¬ 
cated team of officers 


who are happy to 
come and meet you to 
try and help resolve 
any issues you may 
have. 

"The new service will 
make it easier for our 
residents to recycle 
more and in order for 
us to achieve this we 
have had to make 
some major changes 
to our usual collection 
routes. 

"This has meant 
some day and week 
changes to collections 
for some of our resi¬ 
dents which may take 
a while to get used to. 

"We have meticu¬ 
lously planned the 
new service over the 
last 14 months but any 
change to a service as 


important as recycling 
and waste involving 
more than 51,000 
households, 260 
blocks of flats, and 
thousands of streets 
will bring some 
teething problems at 
the start. 

"We have worked 
hard with our contrac¬ 
tors SUEZ to minimise 
any disruption, but 
there will inevitably be 
a small number of is¬ 
sues initially as every¬ 
one gets used to the 
changes. 

"Our letters contain 
information specific to 
each household and I 
would urge residents 
to read them carefully; 
keep them to hand 
and please use them 
to help you separate 
recycling in to the cor¬ 
rect containers. 

"We're here to help 
and if you need assis¬ 
tance, please contact 
us." 

The council has been 
holding an extensive 
public awareness cam¬ 


paign to promote the 
changes and thou¬ 
sands of people have 
been learning more 
about the new service 
at a series of informa¬ 
tion days. 

These events are a 
great opportunity to 
find out more about 
the new service and 
the next events are 
being held at:

Devon D-Day veteran becomes 
world’s oldest tandem skydiver

DUNKESWELL Airfield was 
the location for a D-Day hero 
to became the world's oldest 
tandem skydiver - aged 101 
and 37 days. 

Daredevil Verdun Hayes 
leapt from a plane at 15,000ft 
to glide into the record books. 

The great-granddad jumped 
with ten other people, includ¬ 
ing three generations of his 
family and the doctor who 
signed him off. 

He stole the world title after 
knocking Canadian Armand 
Gendreau, who was 101 and 
three days when he jumped in 
2013, off the top spot. 

The centenarian from North 
Devon jumped after the dive 
was postponed on the day be¬ 
fore due to the weather. 

It comes a year after the Sec¬ 
ond World War vet, who 
served during the D-Day inva¬ 
sion of Gold Beach, became 
the oldest Brit to complete the 
feat aged 100. 

Verdun was named after the 
1916 Battle of Verdun on the 
request of his dad Joseph 
Hayes, who served in the First 
World War as a Sapper with 
the Royal Engineers. 

The soldier, who fought dur¬ 
ing the Battle of the Somme, 
wrote to his pregnant wife 
Mary from the front line sug¬ 
gesting the moniker. 

Verdun also served in the 
Army, as a Lance Corporal, 
during the Second World War, 
and was a signaller and wire¬ 
less operator for the Royal Sig¬ 
nals. 

While in the Forces he was 
caught up in an explosion that 
killed his friend, Sgt Edgar 


Robertson, and sustained 
shrapnel injuries to his ribs 
and hands. 

The pair had been digging 
trenches together in Choux, 
France, when a German shell 
exploded nearby. 

Verdun, who is a widower, 
said: "How I came home from 
WWIII do not know. I was so 
near to the edge of every¬ 
thing. 

I lost any amount of friends 
in no time at all really. I just 
didn't think I would ever re¬ 
turn home. 

"Surviving an explosion 


when others didn't... I was 
just lucky I guess." 

Verdun was later awarded 
the Legion d'Honneur, the 
highest decoration in France. 

After the war he worked in 
his family's building business 
before becoming the secretary 
of the Somerton branch of The 
Royal British Legion in Som¬ 
erset. 

His jump was in aid of the 
RBL, which provides support 
to the UK Armed Forces.

Ms Westcott said “yes’”whilst Mr Wil¬ 
son replied “no” to the question, but em¬ 
phasised there should be a referendum 
once conditions of the negotiated Brexit 
deal are known. 

The final question posed to candidates 
was: How would you vote on any future 
motion to repeal the fox hunting ban? 

Mrs Kolek said: “I am 100 per cent 
against fox hunting. I will be out there 
campaigning even if I’m not elected. I 


think it is barbaric.” 

Mr Parish took a different view, and 
said: “I would vote to repeal the hunting 
act and make sure hunting is managed 
in the proper way.” 

Ms Westcott said: “I see no reason why 
we can’t have sport without animal cru¬ 
elty.” 

Mr Wilson replied: “I will obviously 
vote to keep the fox hunting ban in 
place. It (fox hunting) seems like a very 
negative indication of where we are as 
a country.” 

The candidates were set for a return to 
Axminster yesterday (Monday) for hus¬ 
tings at Axe Valley Academy and will 
be in Honiton’s Methodist Hall on 
Thursday (May 25th) afternoon at 2pm.

“We ran together for half the race, 
which was brilliant, it is always great 
to meet runners from other clubs. 

“There was also a guy at the start 
with me trying to set a record running 
in flip flops.” 

Fundraising has exceeded 
expectations, and a cheque for 
£1,742.52 was presented to The 
Project founder Debbie Hum- 
berstone on May 16th. 

Margy, who works at Peco in 
Beer, said: “When I contacted 
Debbie last year, I said that it 
would probably be a few hun¬ 
dred pounds.

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Honiton sculptor’s ‘Hope & Renewal’ in Exeter 


HONITON sculptor Martin Staniforth’s latest 
instalment was met with praise as it stood 
proudly in the Cathedral Green in Exeter last 
week. 

Morth, as he is known to his friends, created 
‘Hope & Renewal’ from the remains of the 
Royal Clarence which burnt to the ground last 
October. 

The striking sculpture used more than a 
tonne of the of the hotel’s burnt timbers and 
was unveiled by Exeter MP Ben Bradshaw. 

Morth said: “It's been a real honour to work 
with wood that is 500 years old and to give new 
life to materials that would have been thrown 
away. I have contrasting feelings about this 
‘Hope & Renewal’ project: great sadness at the 
loss of a historic building, that survived Sec¬ 
ond World War bombing, and yet also great ex¬ 
citement to create something for the future." 

Several charities embraced ‘Hope & Renewal’ 
for the way it can support individuals on a 
journey of recovery. In particular Stop Abuse

For Everyone (SAFE) and Headway Devon 
staff and service users have helped with the 
process. Sarah Richards from SAFE said “It’s 
been fantastic to be involved with this creative 
initiative and to raise awareness of the sup¬ 
portive work that we deliver to help those suf¬ 
fering from domestic abuse.” 

Some representatives from these charities 
joined a creative wellbeing workshop in April 
to help design and shape the sculpture. The final 
piece is four metres long and four metres high. 

A laser cutter has been used to burn letters 
into recovered floorboards, that had survived 
the October fire, to make a plaque. 

Morth added: “It seems cruel to subject these 
survivors to further fire treatment. There is 
also an inscription on the sculpture, burnt the 
same way, that reads "E cineribus resurgo 
MMXVII" (out of the ashes I rise, 2017). 


Devon Community Founda¬ 
tion have been supportive of the 
project by awarding Morth a 
grant towards it. Laura Hewitt 
from DCF added: “We are de¬ 
lighted to be able to support this 
fantastic initiative.

What is a Veterinary emergency? 


VETERINARY practices 
offer 24hr emergency 
service for their 
patients, but not all 
animal owners are 
aware of this. Sometimes they worry about 
calling in the middle of the night, or think the 
problem can be left until the morning. 
Although we don't have time to talk in depth 
about different emergencies, we will highlight 
common signs in which immediate veterinary 
attention should be sought: 

• Superficial grazes, cuts and wounds that 
do not bleed or seem painful can be cleaned 
and dressed at home. If there is continued 
bleeding, discharge, pain or open wounds, the 
animal will need pain relief and further 
treatment. 

CRGV (Alabama Rot) 

• There has been a confirmed case of CRGV 
(Alabama Rot) in the area in the last few 
weeks. This disease is extremely rare but often 
fatal. Most cases start with sores and swelling, 
normally on the paws or lower legs, but they 
can be anywhere on the body or face. The 
majority of skin problems are not caused by 
CRGV, however if you are concerned please 
contact your vet. The cause of this disease is 
currently unknown so it is difficult to give 
specific advice regarding prevention. You may 
wish to bathe your dog's legs and face if they 
get muddy following a walk, however it is not 
known if this has any benefit in preventing the 
disease. There is more information available on 
the Anderson Moores facebook page and 
website.

• Blocked Bladder. Male cats attempting to 
urinate but not able to pass any urine, or only 
small amounts. Although this may be a simple 
cystitis, some are prone to a blocked bladder, 
which can rapidly become a very serious 
condition.

• Some large breed dogs are prone to 
bloated stomachs (GDV). This often occurs 
after food or exercise. They quickly bloat, start 
retching, become subdued and can collapse. 
They need rapid treatment. 

• Road traffic accidents are common in 
cats. Signs vary from scuffed nails, pain, 
difficulty breathing, bleeding and collapse. 
Animals should always be checked over as 
some injuries are not always initially apparent. 

• Breathing difficulties. Dogs often pant if 
hot or excited. If a dog is struggling to breathe 
or their gums are pale, blue or purple, they 
need treatment. If a cat pants or is making 
excessive effort to breathe it needs attention 
immediately. There are many reasons for this, 
such as asthma or heart failure but they all 
need immediate attention. 

• Collapse. Dogs, cats and rabbits may 
collapse for many different reasons. Any 
collapsed animal should be seen by a 
veterinary surgeon to assess the cause and 
give treatment as necessary. 

• Heatstroke. With the hotter weather 
coming, heatstroke becomes a real risk. Dogs 
left in cars, even for a few minutes, can 
develop heatstroke and die. They are also at 
risk if they over exercise in hot weather and do 
not drink enough. Be aware of excessive 
panting and increased body temperature. 

• Poisoning. Dogs and cats frequently eat 
things they shouldn't. The common culprits 
are chocolate, raisins, lilies, rat bait, slug bait, 
antifreeze, permethrin (found in some flea 
products) in cats and human medications such 
as ibuprofen. If you suspect any of these, call 
a vet immediately. 

This is not an exhaustive list but may give you 
food for thought when worrying whether to 
call a vet or not. Sometimes a phone call and 
peace of mind may be all you need!

There is an urgent need to 
improve the facilities for ed¬ 
ucation for both the primary 
school and Kings. 

Both traffic and parking is a 
major concern in the town, 
particularly in the centre of 
town and this needs to be 
addressed ASAP. 

I appreciate these things 
will not happen overnight 
but they should have been 
addressed before planning 
permission was granted for 
the housing developments, 
not forcing upon us the ur¬ 
gent situation, which we did 
foresee, and that has now 
become apparent. 

We are now in the final 
stages of producing the 
Neighbourhood Plan which, 
when passed by the various 
bodies will make the council 
a statutory consultee and 
give us a greater say in plan¬ 


ning decisions. 

Watch for the leaflet that 
will come through your door 
and posters that will go up in 
the town and let the council 
have any comments you 
may have. 

The new library in Ottery St 
Mary is proving a great suc¬ 
cess and is becoming a very 
busy hub in the town. 

It was a difficult project for 
the council to deliver, but 
was certainly worth all the 
hard work. 

The Heritage Society 
would like to take over the 
old library building and cre¬ 
ate a Heritage Centre incor¬ 
porating the history of the 
Tar Barrels. 

Ottery is one of the oldest 
towns in East Devon and we 
should be proud of our past. 

I wish the centre every suc¬ 
cess in their venture and I 
am sure it will attract many 
visitors to the town. 

Our next big event is the 
Food and Families Festival 
which takes place in Ottery 
St Mary on Saturday June 
3rd. I hope many of you will 
be able to attend.

“Three hundred words 
cannot do this individual jus¬ 
tice - we could have written 
3,000.”

■ THE nationwide armed 
forces Baton charity, based 
in Honiton, is launching a 
new initiative with a spe¬ 
cially adapted tandem.

It will be made available 
for use by a service person 
who might want to take on 
challenges such as Land's 
End to John O'Groats, whet¬ 
her it is just for the experi¬ 
ence or to raise funds for 
charity, although not neces¬ 
sarily for the Baton. 

However, a donation for 
maintenance would be ap¬ 
preciated by the charity. 

Alan Rowe MBE, founder 
of The Baton, said: "I had 
seen the benefits of this par¬ 
ticular tandem when visiting 
my friend Ben Parkinson 


MBE, who sustained numer¬ 
ous injuries, including hav¬ 
ing both legs amputated, as 
a result of action in Afghan¬ 
istan with the Parachute 
Regiment. 

"Ben had been on the 
same model as the Baton 
Tandem and told me just 
how much he had enjoyed 
the experience. It was at 
that point we decided to get 
one. 

"My wife Pauline and I 
have underwritten the costs 
of this project so far, but we 
would welcome donations 
for this project and any sup¬ 
port would be truly wel¬ 
come in helping people find 
freedom and explore new 
horizons." 

The tandem project is a 
real 'Baton Family' effort. 
Tom Pales, who runs 'Free- 
trike' in Silverton, placed the 


order for the tandem for 
Alan and will provide ongo¬ 
ing support with future 
maintenance and advice. 

Andy Summers, who runs 
Land Rover Experience West 
Country is a consistent sup¬ 
porter of The Baton's cause, 
has kindly offered to store 
the tandem for the charity, 
and Phil and Tania Ford, of 
Affordable Services Remov¬ 
als, offered help and the use 
of their vans to transport the 
tandem to LREWC.

Reaction to new rules on feeding gulls 


■ IT SEEMS, until the law al¬ 
lows otherwise, leaflets, 
street notices and unen¬ 
forceable fines for feeding, 
are our only recourse to the 
problem of gull nuisance. 

In my opinion this is like 
trying to stem a ruptured 
artery with sellotape (other 
sticky backed plastic is 
available). 

For those of us whose 
homes, cars, washing and 
bodies are daily splattered 
by gull excrement, this is 


both a nuisance and a 
source of avoidable ex¬ 
pense. 

We can't dry our washing 
outside (energy cost of 
tumble drying), we are con¬ 
tinually cleaning the paint¬ 
work on our cars and 
houses. 

Children and pets are at 
risk of injury. Enough. A 
different approach is re¬ 
quired. 

The greater part of nui¬ 
sance is seasonal and suf¬ 


fered near urban and semi- 
urban nesting sites. 

In my opinion our county 
and town councils need to 
look at ways of denying 
gulls access to urban and 
semi-urban nest and roost 
sites. 

This might be by use of 
planning permission (e.g. 
requiring all new build to 
be 'gull proofed'). 

This might be by requir¬ 
ing businesses and house¬ 
holds to control nuisance 


emanating from nests that 
they permit on their premi¬ 
ses (for which there is al¬ 
ready usable legislation in 
place). 

Whatever, I would argue 
the case for our elected 
bodies to set up a cross¬ 
party group to sort this out, 
to think 'outside the box', 
and to come up with a co¬ 
herent and ENFORCEABLE 
plan.

• 165g caster sugar 
•1 egg 

• 1/2 tsp vanilla essence 

• 225g self raising flour 

• 190ml milk 
Icing: 

• 480g icing sugar, sifted 

• 11/2 tbsp butter, melted 

• 60ml hot water 

• red food colouring 

Decoration: 

• 150g Dark Chocolate Melts, melted 

• 95g White Choc Bits 

• silver cachous, for decoration 



Instructions: 

• Preheat oven to 180°C/160°C fan forced. 
Grease two 12-hole round-based shallow 
patty pans. 

• Using an electric mixer, beat butter and 
sugar until light and fluffy; add egg and 
vanilla, beat until just combined. Add 
flour and milk, beat until smooth. 

• Divide mixture amoung prepared pans; 
bake 12-14 minutes until golden; turn out 
onto wire rack to cool. 

• To make icing: combine sugar, butter, 
water and a few drops of food colouring; 
stir until smooth. Spread icing over the 
rounded side of each cake. 

• Spoon Dark Chocolate Melts into a piping 
bag or freezer bag with the corner 
snipped; decorate cakes as pictured. Use 
White Choc Bits to create spots on the 
beetle and use silver cachous for the 
eyes.

As well as having an affinity with the 
classical repertoire, especially the music 
of Schumann (featured in this tour’s pro¬ 
gramme) and Faure, he also enjoys ex¬ 
ploring more exotic arrangements and 
for Concerts in the West he will, as part 
of the programme for the four concerts, 
be playing Debussy’s Images Book 2, 
which reflects his passion for pictures - “I 
love pictures almost as much as music” - 
and his desire to paint pictures with his 
music. 

Alasdair is a prolific soloist and cham¬ 
ber musician and his 2017 concerts in¬ 


clude London’s Wigmore Hall and Kings 
Place, Zurich’s Tonhalle, the West Cork 
Chamber Music Festival and festivals 
such as Ryedale, Resonances and Ernen. 
This year a recording of 19th century 
music for horn and piano, featuring Alas¬ 
dair with Alec Frank-Gemmill will be re¬ 
leased on the BIS Records label.

A CIRCLE closes 41 years after 
the debut of the first Golf GTI: at 
this year's GTI Meet at Lake 
Worthersee (24 to 27 May), Volk¬ 
swagen is presenting a compact, 
sporty car very much in the spirit 
of the original GTI. 

The new up! GTI. The concept and 
power output of the 85 kW / 115 PS 
up! are broadly in line with the Golf 
GTI Mkl presented in 1976 that had 
81 kW / 110 PS. The near-production 
concept car pays tribute to this icon. 

With compact dimensions, a low 
weight, a powerful engine, sports 
running gear and the typical in¬ 
signia of a GTI (including red 
stripes in the radiator grille, seat 
covers in "dark" tartan pattern). 
This sporty small car will certainly 
bring a new dimension of driving 
fun to the compact A typical GTI 
feature is the sophisticated sports 
running gear. It gives the car the 
agility akin to that of a go-kart, yet 
it also offers a high level of comfort. 
The production version of the up! 
GTI will be launched into the mar¬ 
ket in early 2018. 


With the up! GTI, Volkswagen is 
building a bridge that spans four 
decades: when the first GTI was 
launched in the 1970s it democra¬ 
tised access to fast roads around the 
world - especially the overtaking 
lane of German motorways. Where 
large saloons and expensive sports 
cars had previously set the pace, 
the new compact Volkswagen sud¬ 
denly stirred up the field. The red 
stripe in the radiator grille, the 
black double stripes across the side 
sills and behind, the black stripe on 
the tailgate immediately identified 
this Volkswagen as a GTI. Its 110 PS 
powered a kerb weight of just 810 kg 
and accelerated it to 100 km/h in 9.0 
seconds. Top speed: 182 km/h. The 
colours for the market launch: 
"mars red" and "diamond silver". 
Later, white and black also became 
established as GTI colours. 

The new up! GTI continues the 
creed of the lightweight and no- 
frills sports car with a compact for¬ 
mat - from outside and inside 
similar in size to the original GTI. 
It is driven by a turbocharged en¬ 


gine (TSI) with powerful 230 Nm 
torque. The key data do indeed read 
like a Golf GTI Mkl catapulted into 
the present day. Weight: 997 kg (sig¬ 
nificantly high-strength steels and 
more airbags). Vmax: 197 km/h. 0- 
100 km/h: 8.8 seconds. Colours: clas¬ 
sic once again and typical of the 
GTI - the plain colours "tornado 
red" and "pure white" and the 
metallic colours "dark silver", 
"black pearl" and - as a new GTI 
colour - "costa azul" (blue). 

The most powerful up! to date is 
immediately recognisable with its 
typical GTI insignia. At the front 
for instance the red stripe across 
the radiator grille with honeycomb 
pattern. Integrated above it is the 
GTI logo. Here the up! cites the 
archetypal GTI with features such 
as the double stripes across the 
wide side sill panels. The exterior 
mirror caps are in high-gloss black; 
the 17-inch alloy wheels have also 
been completely redesigned. They 
have a particularly dashing look in 
the wheel housings because the up! 
GTI features sports running gear, 


lowering the body by 15 mm. GTI 
features also characterise the rear: 
here, among other things, a red 
strip as well as a larger roof edge 
spoiler provides for greater down- 
force on the rear axle for optimised 
handling performance at higher

speeds. The interior includes fea¬ 
tures as a leather-trimmed sport 
steering wheel, a GTI gear knob 
and the legendary "dark" seat pat¬ 
tern. The fact is: this GTI does not 
just look like one - it also drives 
like one.
